This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1 .47(a), filed October 8, 1999. 
The petition is DISMISSED.

The above-identified application was filed on October 24, 1997 without an executed oath or 
declaration. Accordingly, on August 24, 1999, a "Notice to File Missing Parts of Application" was 
mailed, requiring an executed oath or declaration, filing fees, and a surcharge for their late filing. 

In response, on October 8, 1999, a declaration executed by joint inventors John E. Holland and 
Connie Holland, the surcharge, a power of attorney by the assignee, a statement claiming small 
entity status, the application filing fee, the petition fee, and the instant petition were filed. A 
declaration of facts by Clinton H. Hallman, Jr., an attorney of record, and a declaration of facts by 
John E. Holland accompany the petition.
